he r com m e nts we re to he lp 
a dults unde rsta nd wha t moti­ 
va te s some young pe ople to 
ge t on drugs, ra the r tha n to 
instruct the m how to re co g ­ 
niz e sym ptom s e x hibite d by 
drug use rs. 
The drugs included in her dis­ 
cussion, she sa id, w ere m a r i­

The p sy ch ia tric socia l worker 
listed her own rea sons which

They get m uch conflicting in­ 
form a tion, she observed, indi­ 
ca ting their p eers sa y one thing

rela ted, “ Kids ha ve been told 
all sorts of bad things will ha p­ 
pen to them if they sm oke a 
reefer (a m a riju a n a cig a rette) 
but they know kids who ha ve 
and know nothing terrible has 
happened to th e m .’’ 
Fe e ling the y ha ve be e n lie d 
to or misinforme d by a dults 
a bout m a rijua na , she com ­ 
me nte d, “ the y don’t much be ­ 
lie ve us whe n we te ll the m 
things a bout othe r d ru gs.” 
P ee r pressure, as noted in the 
New Je r s e y survey, is a la rge 
rea son youth a re m otiva ted to 
experim ent in drugs. 
Any p a r e n t of te e n - a g e r s 
must rea liz e that no one influ­ 
ences them m o re than teen-a ge 
friends. P ee r group pressure is 
one of the strongest influences 
on to d a y ’s young people. 
Mrs. Hoda pp's se cond moti­ 
va ting re a son is fa mily situa ­ 
tion. 
Unde r this she sugge ste d 
young p e rso n s'com in g from 
home s whe re mothe r a nd fa ­ 
the r m e e t crise s “ by che m i­ 
ca l inte rve ntion." a re a pt to

solution

“ If the pa rents cope with c r i s ­ 
is situa tions by turning to a lco ­ 
hol 
or other ch em ica l

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She observed youths often say 
the first drugs they took ca m e 
fro m 
the 
fa m ily 
m e d ic in e 
chest. 
Anothe r 
fa mily 
situa tion 
which m a y influe nce young 
pe ople in tha t home to turn to 
drugs a re “ unre solve d issue s 
a t home which ca n no longe r 
be discusse d a nd a re me re ly 
tole ra te d.” 
Mrs. Hodapp did not go into 
what these m ight be, but we ca n 
suspect chronic 
m oney 
prob­ 
lem s which bring dissention in 
the fa m ily ; ex ce ssiv e drinking 
on the pa rt of one or both of the 
p a ren ts; a va riety of unforgiven 
hurts betw een pa rents, and un­ 
loving pa rents who live together 
sim ply for the virtue of sta ying 
together, would be a m ong the 
unresolved issues she referred 
to.

Also, she sa id, young people 
who have had ea rly sex e x p e ri­ 
ences which they w ere not p re­ 
pared for m a y turn to drugs to 
cope with a fter-feelings.

Jury acquits 
Mrs. Sneed 


An eight m a n, four woman circuit court jury here 
delibera ted until shortly a fte r midnight today, and then 
returned not guilty verdicts to charges against Mary E. 
Sneed, 63, 312 College Ave. 
Mrs 
Sneed had been ch a rg ed with two counts of 
m urder and one of m a nsla ughter in the stabbing death of 
her husband, Claude, on Sept. 26, 1970. 
Die jury had received the c a s e for deliberation late 
Monday afternoon, and given instructions by presiding 
Ju d g e William B Phillips. Both defense attorney Henry S. 
Dixon and S ta te ’s Attorney Albert Kennedy had presented 
final a rgu m ents to the jury late yesterd a y, with Kennedy 
retra cing the events of the day of the occu rrence, recall­ 
ing tosimony presented by a va riety of police and other 
witnesses. 
Dixon 
had 
based 
Mrs. 
S n eed ’s defense on two 
presenta tions 
one that Mrs S n eed ’s actions w ere justifi­ 
able, and secondly that at the tim e of the incident, she was 
unable to tell right from wrong. 
D ixon’s last witness Monday morning, William Gould, 
Rockford, 
a 
clinica l 
psychologist, 
testified, 
that 
based on tests which he had a dm inistered Mrs. Sneed 
M a rch 3, it w a s his opinion that under unusual conditions 
Mrs Sneed would ha ve a cted impulsively, without volition 
and without intent. 
K ennedy’s 
rebuttal 
witness, 
Dr 
W 
S. 
Rybak, 
physician and p sy ch ia trist, noted that he would need more 
information than the tests given by Gould in order to draw 
any valid conclusion. 
The trial had sta rted last Thursda y, and went into an 
unusual Sa turda y session. The proceedings had been 
slowed considera bly by conferences betwt»en Phillips, 
Dixon and Kennedy on a num ber of occasions, as objec­ 
tions to testim ony from both sides would be argued before 
the judge, while the jury was closeted. 
The trial ha s drawn a la rg e number of spectators 
during its entirety. Dixon w a s present early today when 
the jury returned its verdict. S ta te ’s Attorney Kennedy 
was not present.

N EW YORK <AP) 
Properly 
helped along with provocative 
comment, the controversy be­ 
tween the New York Stock Ex­ 
change and this city's new Off­ 
track Betting Corp. could very 
wHI clarify the muddle distinc­ 
tion between betting and invest­ 
ing. 
No matter what exchange offi­ 
cials say, a good deal of the al­ 
leged investing in recent years 
has been gambling But now the 
exchange has attacked OBC for 
implying that stocks and ponies 
are part of the same game. 
The offending ads says: “ If 
you’re in the stock market you 
might find this a better bet,” 


meaning an OTB account that, 
like a brokerage account, can 
be activated by telephone. 
The N YSE chairman. Bernard 
Lasker, says the ad should be 
scratched, but many shareown­ 
ers will agree with the retort of 
Howard Samuels. OTB presi­ 
dent. who said: “ I am sure that 
some of the horses feel they 
have been a better investment 
in the past few years ...” 
It isn't clear just why the ex­ 
change got so upset as to fire off 
a telegram, but presumably it 
was concerned that its years of 
educational efforts aimed at the 
small investor would be under­ 
mined 
But why? Certainly the N YSE 
did o lot to ed ucate and encour- 


age the small 
investor, but 
some of its members began for­ 
getting him in recent years. 
Some brokers even declined his 
business. 


At any rate, the $2-bettor is 
simply not the same breed of 
cat as the $2-million investor, a 
distinction that is growing clear­ 
er every day on the Big Board, 
where institutions now do most 
of the trading. 


In 1960, these institutions— 
banks, funds, insurers among 
them 
accounted for only 31.4 
per cent of public share volume 
on the exchange; that percent­ 
age is now close to 60. 
In 1965. close to 55 per cent of 
all shareowners had incomes 


under $10.000. By 1970 that per­ 
centage had dropped to less 
than 30. Inflation and prosperity 
had something to do with it. of 
course, but institutional elbows 
did a lot to push aside the small 
odd-lotter. 
In seeking to make the dis­ 
tinction between horses and 
stocks, the exchange noted that 
for years it has advised custom­ 
ers to observe four cautions: 
“ Invest only what you can af­ 
ford; get the facts before you in­ 
vest ; invest only money not 
needed for regular expenses and 
for 
possible 
emergency 
re- 


serves; get good advice. 
Any good horse player will 
claim to do the same. In fact, 
there are more than a few bet­ 
tors and investors who feel that 
the facts on horses are more 
available than on stocks.

CHICAGO (A P) 
Gov. Rich­ 
ard B Ogilvie said today that 
there “ is grass roots support 
growing for President Nixon’s 
revenue sharing program.” 
“ The people,” Ogilvie said at 
a news conference, “ are begin­ 
ning to see how this program 
will help them at the local lev­ 
el.” 
The governor specified educa­ 
tion and transportation as two 
of the areas where revenue 
shar ing could aid local govern­ 
ments. 
“ The most obvious place to 
look for new money in educa­ 
tion is revenue sharing,” he 
said 
The governor reiterated that 
he favors a tuition increase for 
students of state colleges and 
universities because no more 
state funds are available for 
higher education. 
He also said that plans to 
spend approximately $1 billion 
for the Crosstown Expressway 
in Chicago are “ the height of 
nonsense.” 
lie said the expenses for 23 
miles of road comes at a time 
when 
“ there 
are 
enormous 
problems 
with 
the 
Chicago 
Transit Authority.” 
The governor said his pro­ 
gram to raise $200 million for 
state 
transportation 
systems 
through bond issues could be of 
immediate aid to the belea­ 
guered CTA. 
“ Although only $25 million is 
set aside for this year,” he 
said, “ we could sell more bonds 
if the CTA proved a need.” 
Ogilvie said that if the CTA 
could prove a need for $20 mil­ 
lion the total of local and feder­ 
al matching funds would boost 
that sum to $120 million. 
These monies, he said, would 
be for capital expenses such as 
cars, stations and other fixed 
items. 
The governor said he would 
veto any legislative proposals 
for grant operating subsidies to 
transportation agencies. 
In other actions, the governor 
announced tin* appointment of 
Bernard G. Cunningham, vil­ 
lage president of Park Forest, 
as assistant director of the Il­ 


linois 
Department 
of 
Local 
Governmental Affairs. 
Cunningham, 48, an imme­ 
diate past president of the Il­ 
linois Municipal League, said 
he will resign his position as a 
catalogue engineering consult­ 
ant to accept the $27,000-a-year 
job effective April 1. 
Ogilvie said. “ I expect Cun­ 
ningham’s wide experience in 
local government to be called 
into full use in the department, 
which is most immediately con­ 
cerned with creating the Office 
of Mass Transportation.” 
“ The comprehensive trans­ 
portation planning the state and 
the Chicago area need can get 
under way shortly—before the 
creation of a new department 
of transportation,” Ogilvie said 
at a news conference. 
Cunningham will be an assis­ 
tant to the department’s direc­ 
tor, Robert Lehnhausen. Cun­ 
ningham, 
president of Park 
Forest since 1961, said “ I re­ 
gard the appointment as a chel-

The Doctor Says:

Dear Dr. Lamb— I wonder if 
you could help me with my 
problem. I ’ve always enjoyed 
eating but lately nothing seems 
to have any taste any more. All 
my food is blah! My doctor said 
some people lose their ability to 
taste and it was just part of 
growing old. Isn’t there some­ 
thing that can be done to help 
folks like me besides just telling 
us we are getting old? 
Dear Reader—Yes, there is, 
but it is so new that it probably 
wasn’t announced when you 
saw your doctor. A lot of people 
have written to me about this 
problem, so you are not alone. 
The Medical World News re­ 
cently reported some progress 
has been made on this. Accord­ 
ing to the report, Dr. Robert I. 
Henkin, head of the National 
Heart and Lung Institute’s 
neuroendrocinology section, 
has found a way to cure this 
difficulty in some people. 
Henkin has found that the 
ability to taste is often linked 
with the proper amount of cer­ 
tain metal ions, like zinc, nickle 
and copper. He believes a lot of 
people first lose their ability to 
taste after the “ flue” and never 
regain it and if these people 
were given a little zinc by 
mouth, they would be able to 
taste again. 
Certain medicine seems to 
decrease the ability to taste, 
too. There is a lot yet to be 
learned but enough is known 
now to help thousands of people 
taste again. 
It appears that the ability to 
taste has been sadly neglected 
and Henkin may be the only 
physician who has studied this 
problem carefully in man. His 
studies suggest that the roof of 
the mouth is the best area for 
tasting sour and bitter foods 
while the tongue is best for salty 
or sweet tastes. 
In addition to metal 
ions 
some of the hormones from the 
small adrenal gland over the 
kidney seem to play a role in 
taste. In fact, a number of 
diseases affect taste. 
What can you do to get help 
for your taster? Medical World 
News states the National In­ 
stitute of Health will provide a 
kit free to any doctor who wants 
to use Henkin’s methods. All 
your doctor need do is write to 


Henkin requesting it. When he 
gets the kit he can map out your 
ability to taste and give you the 
proper treatment—and, presto, 
your food will have zest again. 
I suspect smoking decreases 
tasting ability, too. Many pa­ 
tients have told me they could 
taste much better after quitting. 
Speaking of smoking, the U.S. 
Public Health Service found 
that employes who smoke one 
pack of cigarettes a day or more 
spend over one-third more time 
away from their jobs—not to 
smoke more cigarettes but from 
illnesses.

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State's new taxes 


While the Nix on administration, 
the Cong ress and the recently as­ 
sembled g ov ernors flailed arou nd 
ov er rev enu e-sharing and alterna­ 
tiv es life federalizing welfare, many 
states made ready to inflict new fis­ 
cal p ain on their citizens. 
Nobody can p redict ex actly what 
the added state tax bu rden will be on 
an annu al basis. One estimate is u p ­ 
wards of $5 billion. New York ’s Gov . 
Nelson Rock efeller say s states and 
localities tog ether will raise $10 bil­ 
lion in new tax money this y ear. 
The k nown details are ex cru ciat­ 
ing . 
Pennsy lv ania, with the wolf 
g rowling at the door, needs $1.5 bil­ 
lion or more in new tax es to g et 
throu g h the nex t 18 months. Newly 
installed Democratic Gov . Milton 
Shap p has p inned his rescu e hop es 
on a 5 p er cent p ersonal income tax 
(there is none now). 
Rock efeller seek s an additional 
$1.1 billion p er y ear throu g h broad 
p rop osals that wou ld raise $37 5 mil­ 
lion more in p ersonal income lev ies, 
$130 million more in corp orate in­ 
come tax es, $41 million ex tra in g as­ 
oline tax es, and other sizable 
amou nts throu g h a hig her sales tax 
and trip led fees for a wide rang e of 
licenses and serv ices. 
In Ohio, another state withou t a 
p ersonal income tax , Gov . John Gil- 
lig an is ask ing for increased tax es to 
finance edu cation, welfare and men­ 
tal health. The req u est will, of 
cou rse, be in the hu ndreds of mil­ 
lions. 
California’s Gov . Ronald Reag an, 
in p resenting an au sterity bu dg et 
with slashes in welfare and other 
serv ices, declined to p rop ose new 
tax es. Bu t his state faces a deficit of 
$7 00 million, and the leg islatu re will 
hav e to come u p with the new money 
somehow. 
Tex as’ Gov . Preston Smith is star­ 
ing at a $400 million deficit for the 
y ear ahead, and is p rop osing a $450 
million bond issu e to cov er the ex ­ 
cess ou tlay s. 
Michig an’s Gov . William Millik en 
is also strap p ed for fu nds, and p ro­ 


p oses income tax increases on p er­ 
sons, corp orations and financial in­ 
stitu tions which wou ld bring in $130 
million added rev enu e in fiscal 197 2 
and $250 million in fiscal 1973 The 
stiff body blow of the 197 0 General 
Motors strik e led Millik en to su g g est 
the new lev ies not tak e effect u ntil 
Janu ary , 1972. 
Massachu setts is another p op u ­ 
lou s state with money p ressu res. 
Gov . Francis Sarg ent is ask ing for 
$311 million more from a hig her p er­ 
sonal income tax , a broader sales 
tax , steep er g asoline and cig arette 
tax es. 
New Gov . Wendell Anderson, Min­ 
nesota Democrat, has come storm­ 
ing in with p rop osals for $7 62 million 
in new rev enu es for a two-y ear p eri­ 
od, with more than fou r-fifths of the 
money slated for allocation to local 
areas for edu cation. Most of the 
money wou ld be raised by wip ing ou t 
the state income tax p rov ision which 
lets the tax p ay er dedu ct the amou nt 
he p ay s on his federal tax . 
Connecticu t needs another $400 
million a y ear, and freshman Gov . 
Thomas Mesk ill wou ld g et it by u p ­ 
p ing income and sales tax es. 
Wisconsin, with Democratic Gov . 
Patrick Lu cey at the helm, wants 
$17 0 million in fresh tax money and 
p rop oses to g et most of it v ia hig her 
income tax es. 
The list flows on. Ok lahoma is 
seek ing $82 million more from hig h­ 
er natu ral g as tax es and income tax 
rev isions. A leg islativ e tax commit­ 
tee in Iowa think s $232 million addi­ 
tional shou ld be raised. New Hamp ­ 
shire has p rop osed annu al tax in­ 
creases that come to arou nd $40 mil­ 
lion net. Tiny Rhode Island first 
thou g ht it was home free, bu t now 
may need to hav e $30 million more 
from u p p ed income lev ies. 
Ev ery body k nows what the money 
sweat is all abou t—booming welfare 
and edu cation costs. The bu rdens 
are su ffocating the states. New g ov ­ 
ernors and v eterans are cau g ht in 
the strang ling mess. And while p eo­ 
p le in Washing ton talk , those back 
home are g oing to p ay —big . 


Computerized history 


With fiv e y ears to g o before the 
200th anniv ersary of the sig ning of 
the Declaration of Indep endence, 
some of the nation’s most v alu able 
historical records are in rather a 
mess, and hav e been for g enera­ 
tions. 
Tens of thou sands of p ap ers con­ 
stitu ting the p roceeding s of the Con­ 
tinental Cong ress, which met from 
1 7 7 4 
to 1 7 89, are p reserv ed in the Na­ 
tional Archiv es in Washing ton where 
they were bou nd u p in some 200 v ol­ 
umes in 1 83 4. The p ap ers are in hap ­ 
hazard arrang ement and lack a sy s­ 
tematic index , mak ing research dif­ 
ficu lt. 
Thank s to a g rant of $150,000 from 
the Ford Fou ndation, the National 
Archiv es will p rep are a comp u ter­ 


ized index of the p ap ers. A history 
stu dent will be able to step u p to a 
comp u ter center at the Library of 
Cong ress and req u est the fu ll tex t of 
a sp eech made by Georg e Washing ­ 
ton, Patrick Henry or any of the oth­ 
er illu striou s p articip ants. 
Another g rant of $500,000 to the Li­ 
brary of Cong ress will su p p ort an 
ex tensiv e rev ision of Edmu nd C. 
Bu rnett’s edited “ Letter of Mem­ 
bers of the Continental Cong ress.’’ 
Library historians will rev ise and 
su p p lement this imp ortant docu ­ 
mentary sou rce of the rev olu tionary 
p eriod in accordance with p resent- 
day scholarly needs. 
Targ et date for comp letion of the 
p rojects is, ap p rop riately enou g h, 
19 7 6. 


Auto safety devices 


In 1 97 0, fo r the first time in 25 
y ea rs, the na tio n’s economic loss 
fro m hig hwa y accidents took a 
do wnturn. 


Hie reductio n wa s nearly $3 7 5 
millio n fro m 1 96 9, repo rts the 
Insu r­ 
a nce Info rma tio n Institute. The to ta l 
eco no mic lo ss, ho wev er, wa s still 
a 
sta g g ering $1 6 .2 billio n in such ca te­ 
g o ries a s lo st wa g es, medica l 
ex ­ 
penses a nd pro perty da ma g e. 


A dro p in dea ths a nd injuries, 
the first in a deca de, wa s the key 
fa cto r. Fina l tra ffic fig ures fo r 1 97 0 
sho w tha t a ltho ug h there were 91 ,000 
mo re a ccidents tha n in 1 96 9, the 
number o f dea ths (55,3 00) declined 
by 1 ,1 00, o r two per cent, a nd in-

j u r i e s (nearly liv e million) 
w e r e 
down by 26,87 2, or .5 p er cent. 
The g ood news is temp ered by 
the fact that the death and accident 
toll recorded an increase in Decem­ 
ber 197 0 as comp ared with Decem­ 
ber 1969, rev ersing the downtrend, 
at least temp orarily . 
Bu t an ov erall 
decrease in 
deaths and inju ries in 197 0 in the 
face of an increasing nu mber of 
accidents indicates that while driv ­ 
ing habits hav e not imp rov ed, im­ 
p rov ed au tomobile safety featu res 
are hav ing an effect. These inclu de 
collap sible steering wheels, bal­ 
looning windshields, the elimination 
of p rotru ding k nobs and handles 
inside cars and, of cou rse, seat belts.

A dm itt e dly , 
w ip e ou ts 
of 
S ou th 
V ietnam ese fire bases in Laos, or ev en 
ju st h ard th re a ts to them , a re not of a 
m a g nitu de with effectiv e assau lts on S ai­ 
g on’s m ain forces. 
Bu t those forces, p robing along H ig h­ 
way 0, h a v e been stalled for nearly two 
w eek s at a p oint abou t 10 m iles inside 
Laos. 
Ag ain, 
sta te m e nts

oth e rs that this p rotra cted halt is a c c ord­ 
ing to p lan ju st do not stand u p . It can 
h ardly he accident that the Sou th V iet­ 
nam e se h av e stop p ed at a p lace that 
k eep s th e m u nder the u m brella of U.S. 
long g u ns firing from within Sou th V iet­ 
nam . 


M O R E O V E R , A DAY after the in­ 
cu rsion s ta rte d on Feb. 8 , hig h D efense 
officials said the ARVN (Sou th V ietna­ 
m ese) ex p ected to p u sh at least 48 m iles 
into Laos 
to the ju nction of H ig hw ay 9 
and H ig hw ay 23. a sou thw ard-ru nning 
road that is considered the w esternm ost 
p art of the Red trail sy stem . 
The halt at the 16-mile m a rk is only a 
third of the w ay to H ig hw ay 23, and nine 
m iles short of Sep one, the m id-p oint on 
the trail as m e a s u re d from east to west. 
Thu s lim ited in their adv ance aim ed 


at slashing the trail rou tes, the Sou th 
V ietnam ese do not sou nd p lau sible when 
they claim the Red su p p ly flow in Laos is 
redu ced to v ery little. 
EA RLY ON, k ey word from sou rces 
here w as that the incu rsion m ig ht be 
lim ited to a few w eek s—a q u ick slice at 
the trail to s tra ng le the su p p ly flow, de ­ 
stroy cach es of w eap ons and oth er m a ­ 
terial, u p set H anoi’s tim ing and m a y be 
block any offensiv es desig ned to in­ 
flu ence the 197 1 Sou th V ietnam ese ele c ­ 
tions. 
R ep eatedly , how ev er, ou r m ilita ry 
men h av e been say ing the v entu re has 
long er-rang e objectiv es, that the ARVN 
will sta y u ntil the trail dry season ends in 
May . Su ch a disru p tion cou ld da m a g e 
H anoi’s offensiv e p otential u ntil after 
P resident Nix on h a s m a de his reelection 
bid in 19 7 2. 
T H E R E 1IAS TO be seriou s q u estion 
w h eth er this m ak es sense, g iv en the r e ­ 
stricted size of the ARVN forces c om m it­ 
ted to the action. So far som e 10,000 of an 
av a ilable 20,000 m en h av e crossed into 
Laos. P robably a m u ch big g er attac k 
conting ent is req u ired to tak e and hold 
te rritory ath w art the broad Ho Chi Minh 
trail. 
O u r a ir su p p ort with fig hter-bom bers 
and helicop ter g u nship s h as been p e rs is ­ 
tent and has tak en its toll of ene m y sol­ 
diers, tank s, etc Bu t it h as not p rev ented 
da m a g ing Red driv es ag ainst ARVN fire 
bases north and sou th of H ig hw ay 9 , and 
we, of cou rse, h a v e had v ery su bstantia l 
helicop ter losses. 
IE M ORE fire bases fall, ARVN 
colu m ns mig ht then be op ened to se v e re 
Red cou nter fire. H ig hw ay s 9 today is a 
thin strand withou t p rop er p rotection 
from bu ffer zones. 
In v iew of the k nown difficu lties, any 
p lans to hang on u ntil M ay and p u sh 48 
m iles into Laos se em a long bet. R etu rn 
to an ea rlie r p u llou t stra te g y m a y be 
forced on the p la nners if Red re sis tanc e 
is hig h. The long er g oals wou ld be lost, 
bu t H anoi’s 197 1 tim eta ble m ig h t still be 
w reck ed bey ond rep a ir.

a story in 
Q u ick silv er T im es, one of W ashing ton's 
“ u nde rg rou nd” new sp ap ers. The head 
rea ds: “ C om m ittee to Defend the A ssas­ 
sin of P re sident N ix on.” The p iece is 
m a de u p m ostly of a sta te m e nt by one 
R ichard W illiam son, who describes h im ­ 
self as the c h a irm a n of the A m erican 
C om m ittee for the D efense of the Ac­ 
cu sed A ssassin of R ichard M. N ix on—a 
Seattle org anization. 
AND WHAT D OES Mr. W illiamson 
w rite, with 
the obv iou s ap p rov al 
of 
Q u ick silv er T im e s's editors? 
Let 
m e 
q u ote. 


“ A ssassination as a m e ans to an end in 
p olitics is a reliable recou rse ag ainst 
ev en a m ore obstinate bu re a u cracy . The 
tim ely death of a central fig u re can 
ch ang e the cou rse of history and forg e a 
shortcu t to p ow er. With one w ell-con­ 
triv ed 
strok e 
an 
op p onent 
can 
be 
elim inated and p u blic op inion mobilized 
in any desirable direction. 


“ The elim ination of one’s op p onents by 
elim inating the p hy sical ex istence of the 
op p osition’s sp ok esm an is infinitely m ore

g ains to be had in a short tim e sp an with 
relativ ely sm all am ou nt of effort m a k es - 
sic- liq u idation a m ost ap p ealing r e ­ 
cou rse . . . . The United S tates h as lost 
fou r of its p residents to an a s s a s s in’s 
bu llet. R ich ard Nix on m a y or m a y not be 
the fifth bu t the p ossibiliity cannot be r e ­ 
jected. The ag ency that elim inated the 
P resident wou ld hav e, throu g h the u se of 
p u blic rese ntm e nt, an ex cu se to w reck - 


sic- hav oc with its enem ies by p lanning 
w here the blam e shou ld fall . . . 
“ TO P R E P A R E for N ix on’s dem ise 
cannot be p resu m p tu ou s, as p ow er and 
the reins of p ow er m ay shift at any tim e. 
The p eop le h av e the rig ht to k now the 
tru th, w h eth er they choose to follow the 
m u rde re rs or tu rn ag ainst them is not for 
any ag ency bu t for the p eop le to dec ide .” 
Q u ick silv er T im es notes that the 
“c om m itte e ” w as org anized by radic als 
in a Seattle com m u ne, “ m a de u p larg ely 
of hig h school s tu de nts.” Some p eop le 
will sm ile at this docu m e nt—g ood clean 
fu n and p re fe rable to bad trip s on LSD. 
Yet it is a com m e nta ry on the sick ness of 
ou r tim es th at th e re has not been an ou t­ 
cry 
ag ainst 
this 
indirect 
ap p eal 
to 
v iolence and this ju stification of p re s i­ 
dential m u rde r. Once u p on a tim e, the 
stu dents wou ld hav e su ffered, at the v ery 
least, a v isit to the woodshed. Today , ou r 
p erm issiv ists dism iss su ch m u rderou s 
rhetoric as an ex ercise in p olitical a c ­ 
tiv ism leading to a broadening of the na ­ 
tional consciou sness. 
IT WOULD BE easy to bru sh aside 
the assassination defense c om m ittee as a 
u niq u e m anifestation. Bu t it is nec essary 
only to k eep ey es and e a rs op en w h ere 
the New Left cong reg ates to h ear this 
k ind of talk alm ost on the hou r. The New 
Leftists sp eak abou t ou r “ v iolent so­ 
cie ty .” bu t they talk to each other with a 
self-fu lfilling bloodthirstiness of incalcu l­ 
able horror. 
This raise s ex trem ely difficu lt q u e s ­ 
tions that ou r cou rts will h av e to answ e r 
with m ore p ercep tion than they h av e a d­ 
dressed to sim ila r p roblem s in the p ast.

ON T H E basis of that larg e sam p le, 
say s Block , th ree in fou r of the p eop le 
w ho’v e tried to fig u re their own tax es 
h av e m a de m is ta k e s —in Uncle S a m ’s fa­ 
v or. The increasing com p lex ity of tax 
reg u lations and tax form s se em s to be 
the reason.

It inclu des not only 
the castoffs y ou bu ndle off to the S alv a­ 
tion A rm y or s im ila r ch arities, bu t a ny ­ 
thing of v alu e that y ou donate to r u m ­ 
m a g e sales or for the u se of a chu rch, 
school or oth er relig iou s, c h a rita ble or 
edu cational org anization. 
Bu t be carefu l abou t ov erv alu ing 
u sed and w orn item s. I t’s safest to g et a 
w ritten receip t for y ou r donations, with 
an a p p ra isal of v alu e by the recip ient.

“ Who’s the champ ... who’s 
the champ,” stormed Frazier, 
who looked more like the loser 
than the winner after scoring a

over Ali Monday night. 
“ I felt like the champion

whose victory was punctuated 
by a booming left hook that 
decked Ali in the 15th round 
and left the ex-champ’s jaw 
painfully swollen. 
“ I fought everybody they put 
in front of me and I whipped 
them all,” said Frazier, “ and 
that includes Clay.” 
Frazier seemed to delight in 
calling Ali by his former name, 
Clay. In fact he repeated it 
three times at one point, each 
time saying “ Clay” louder, as 
if for emphasis. 
“ You think he was clown­ 
ing?” asked Frazier. “ I don’t. 
I’ll tell you, those shots add up. 
They slowed him down. He 
couldn’t get off those ropes.” 
“ Let me go straighten my 
face up,” Frazier said, excus­ 
ing himself from a post-fight 
press conference, “ I ain’t this 
ugly.”

showed up for it. He went 
directly to Flower Fifth Avenue 
Hospital for X rays of his jaw. 
Yancey Durham, Frazier’s 
manager, said he couldn’t tell 
how badly Ali was hurt. 
“ 1 ain’t no doctor and neither 
is Joe,” said Durham. “ If he 
can still talk, his jaw ain’t bro­ 
ken.” 
X-rays confirmed that Ali’s 
jaw was not fractured but that 
he had suffered a blood clot 
and massive bruises from Fra­ 
zier's punch. 
“ He said he would crawl 
across the ring on his hands

such permission was granted for the ath­ 
letic program of the conference as well as 
the programs of universities throughout 
the country,” said Marcus Plant of Michi 
gan. spokesman for the joint group.

NFW YORK (AP) — Joe Frazier, the “ Black Mar­ 
ciano.” is the undisputed heavyweight boxing champion 
but Muhammad Ali his runaway tongue silenced by a 
battered jaw 
is still on his feet, and hungry promoters 
already are planning a bigger and more grandiose repeat. 
(Ti art well Enterprises, Inc., which served as archi­ 
tect of Monday night’s $20 million to $30 million spec­ 
tacular, owns the return match contracts of both fighters. 
The probable site is the I»s Angeles Forum and the time 
early next year. 
“ 1 don’t think he wants a rematch not right away, 
anyway,” said Frazier, winner by decision in a brawling 
15-rounder at Madison Square Garden in boxing’s richest 
and most ballyhooed extravaganza. 
He didn’t ask Ali, the loud mouthed idol of millions 
who went to the canvas under a thunderclap Frazier left 
hook in the 15th round but regained his feet and hung on to 
avoid the stigma of a knockout. 
Immediately after the fight, the previously unbeaten 
and unmarked Ali, his right jaw swollen like a balloon, 
was rushed to a hospital where X-rays showed he was 
suf fering not from a fracture but from a blood clot and a 
massive bruise. 
Ironically, Ali for once in his lifetime could not talk 
and he sent his long-time trainer, Drew “ Bundini" Brown, 
to the interview room to face the writers whom he had 
constantly chided. 
The 20,455 wild, screaming fans, who paid $1,352,961 to 
watch the fight of unbeaten heavyweights and the 3(H) mil­ 
lion others who reportedly watched it on television around 
the world must have their doubts that Ali can ever rise 
again. 
The arrogant, garrulous grandson of a runaway Ken­ 
tucky slave proved his heart 
and staying power in a 
gripping struggle but raisin! doubts that his once nimble 
legs could any more “ float like a butterfly,” a tactic for 
which he became universally famous. 
Ali, showing only flashes of his old brilliance, tired 
visibly in the course of the bout and there were times it 
seemed his rubbery legs, of not his hard brown body, 
might wilt under Frazier’s incessant pounding. 
A tremendous, dramatic fight that will be remem 
be red as long as men pull on pillowed gloves, the highly 
promoted contest had its disappointing aspects on both 
sides. 
The superman image of Ali, bom Cassius Clay, was 
shattered, undoubtedly bringing grief to his millions of 
admirers all around the world They had thought he was 
unbeatable 
As 
for Frazier, 
a 
grim, 
27 year-old 
onetime 
slaughterhouse butcher, he failed to prove to be the killer 
in the tradition of Jack Dempsey, Joe Louis and Rocky 
Marciano, the latter the late slugger who retired unbeaten 
and whose borein style is duplicated by Frazier. 
Several times Frazier appeared to have Ali set up for 
tlx* knockout 
in the 11th round particularly and again in 
the 15th only to let his quarry get away. 
Is Frazier really a Dark Destroyer, or just a Black 
Buzz Saw? 
“ I hit him with my best shots, and he took them,” 
Frazier said afterward. “ That man takes some punch.” 
Frazier, never floored, had bruises over both his eyes 
and on his right cheek. He bled at the nose. He looked 
more butchered than Ali, despite Ali’s enlarged cheek, 
and even apologized for his hamburger countenance. 
“ I>*t me go clean up my face,” he told newmen. “ I ’m 
not this ugly.” 
'Die rugged Frazier, fighting from a crouch and al­ 
ways moving forward, disdained Ali’s greater height 6 
loot, 3 inches to 5 114 and a 64 inch longer reach.
